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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The amendment filed on 4/14/2009 has overcome the prior art rejection of the previous 
office action and claims 1,3-8, 10-14, 68-97 are allowed. The prior art of record does not 
disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination the following limitations and other 
elements in the claims. References Kitazawa et al. (US 5,920,082), Yamazaki (US Pub. 
2003/0040150), and Tsuzumitani et al. (US 6,645,807) do not disclose: 

• An adhesion improving layer comprising one of a metal material and a metal 
oxide material over and in contact with one substrate of a pair of substrates. 

• A gate electrode comprising a conductive material over and in contact with the 
adhesion improving layer. 

• A semiconductor layer over the island shape gate insulating film, where an end of 
the semiconductor layer is provided so as not to protrude from am end of the 
island shape gate insulating film. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1,3-8, 10-14, 68-97 are allowed.
